Already there 
are miles of flags and banners waving, 
and many pictorial devices have been 
put into place. These include portraits 
of Roosevelt and Washington, and 
numerous groups emblematic of the 
concord between the United States and 
Australia. 

Experience at Auckland and Sydney 
has shown that the officers and men 
of the fleet do not enjoy formal func- 


sory, and there !s a disposition here to 
minimize formalities so that private 
friendships may be cultivated and in- 
formal gatherings enjoyed. 


JAP PROGRAMME COMPLETE. 
SPLENDID RECEPTION.

TOKIO, Aug. 27.—The programme for 
the reception of the American fleet in 
Japanese perts has been finished and 
submitted to Lieutenant-Commander 
John A. Dougherty, naval attaché of 
the American embassy, for approval, 
but it has not yet been publicly an- 
nounced, owi to the probability that 

minor changes will be necessary. 

The attention to details, characteris- 
tic of the Japanese, is shown through- 
out the programme.

They will be 
given apartments in the imperial pal- 
ace at Shiba. where Judge Taft was 
entertained during his recent visit, and 
an imperial carriage will be placed at 
the disposal of each rear-admiral. 

Official calls wil] be exchanged on 
Monday morning. A luncheon to the 
rear-admirals and their staffs, given 
by Ambassador O’Brien at the Ameri- 
ean embassy, will be followed by a re- 
ception o the American officers on the 
embassy grounds. On na ge night 
Ambassador O’Brien will give an 
elaborate dinner at the Im al Hotel 
to the American officers and prominent 
Japanese officials. On Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 20, the entertainments provided 
by the Japanese wil] commence. 

The arrangements include the most 
minute details for the entertainment 
of the American officers and men dur- 
ing every hour of each day of their 

stay. These include an audience of

IGURES AND “FIGGERERS.” 
The adage “Figures do not lie” is old. The 
addition, “but ‘figgers’ do,” is more modern.

How many other errors there are in 
this diagram would be revealed only by a careful 
comparison of each item with some good authority. 

Of course, it is a typographical error, but the 
proofreader and al! through whose hands the page 
passed must have been asleep or dead in ignorance 
as to politics to let so glaring an error pass. The 
man who finds the old Keystone State in the Dem- 
ocratic column will have to go back to the days of 
James Buchanan, the State’s last favorite son to 
reach the White House. 


ROMOTION OF MINING. 

The next great uplift that Los Angeles is to 
experience will come from a somewhat new influ- 
ence. Mining is an important part of our indus- 
trial movement now, but nothing to what it will 
be. As Seattle is the natural center of Alaskan 
mining operations, and as San Francisco is 80 
related to the mining interests of the central part 
of the State, and of Northern Nevada, so Los An- 
geles is so situated that here centers the mining 
interests of the territory all along the great valley 
of the Colorado River, reaching north to the zone 
where Salt Lake reaches, and east to El Paso. 

The mines of California and Nevada made San 
Francisco. With the discovery of each rich vein 
of gold or silver, wealth poured into the Bay City. 
Magnificent business blocks sprang up under the 
influence of this new wealth, and splendid resi- 
dences to crown all the heights. From 1865 for 
ten years the “Comstocks” made San Francisco 
hum with life. 


Seattle has sprung from a village on the outer 


edge of civilization to a great city in @ few years 
because of the mines of Alaska. Mines have done 


more to make Salt Lake than any other impetus, 
and Denver has been dug out of the mountains in a 


figurative as well as a literal sense. 

Really, Los “Angeles has more advantages than 
any of them. Gold and silver mining has been the 
only form of the industry to play a great part in 
making San Franciseo. Seattle has no rich mining 
region near by. About us lie all kinds of mineral 
wealth. Arizona copper mines are of vast richness. 
At Needles there is now a large plant in successful 
operation smelting lead ore. Throughout the terri- 
tory contributory to the mining interests that cen- 


ter in Los Angeles, there are deposits of iron. There 


are deposits of greater or less magnitude of a larger 


variety of minerals of value than in any other dis- 


trict with which we are acquainted. 

Little has been done here in the iron industry, 
from lack of a large market, and from the absence 
of coking coal. The market is here now and is 
growing. Mining calls for much machinery, and 
our agricultural interests have reached a point 
where implements for this purpose make a heavy 
line of trade. We are building railroad cars here 
for local use, and will build more of them from year 


to year. The difficulty arising from the lack of | 


— 


coal has not been overcome because there has been 
no impetus to try it. 

Think of the trade that must develop with the 
Latin republics to the south of this city, and of the 
trade in metal products that must soon open up 
with the Orient and its teeming millions. As this 
trade opens, local manufacturing will expand 
magically, and with such expansion will come a 
demand for machinery. We may expect to see mills 
and factories for the reduction of various ores and 
for the conversion of the crude metals into various 


finished products to meet the home demand, and 
that which must come from Latin America and 


from the Orient. | | 

These mining ventures of the Territories are 
already bringing a great deal of money into the 
banks of this city. Bank deposits are for the 
encouragement of local industries. The late William 
C. Ralston did much toward making San Francisco 
a great center of mining industries and a great city 
by the wise way in which he encouraged legitimate 
mining. Los Angeles bankers are shrewd men of 
husiness and have a personal interest in promoting 


the city’s importance as the mining center of the 
Great Southwest. They see difficulties, no doubt. 
Deposits exist primarily to meet the demands of 


depositors. There are great“ uncertainties about 
the mining industry, and conservative 
bankers will look carefully before risking the money 
of their creditors. The difficulty had to be faced 
in Seattle, San Francisco, Salt Lake City, Denver 
and all other places where the mining of metals has 


had its home. The mining enterprises were duly 


financed at these other points, and our bankers lack 
neither interest in the city’s growth nor shrewdness 
in their business. There are ways to ascertain the 
probabilities of a mining venture. The amount to 
be risked is smal! at first, and increases only as the 
property opens up and reveals its value. These are 


facts our financiers will not be slow to seize, and as. 
the need comes they will help legitimate mining.
